Marines As Good As They Claim 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Once 
upon a time, a U.S. Marine 
Corps squad was supposed to 
consist of 16 men and a publici­ 
ty sergeant. 
This was, 
of course, sour 
grapes from Army types. 
President Harry S. Truman 
once accused the Marines of 
possessing a “ propaganda ma­ 
chine that is almost equal to 
Stalin’s.” 
Truman couldn't have done 
worse if he had criticized moth­ 
erhood. He subsequently apolog­ 
ized for his “ unfortunate choice 
of language.” 
In brief, it usually is about as 
.safe to criticize Marines as it is 
to lift beagles by their ears. 
Now. practically for the first 
time in living memory, there 
has been an independent cri­ 
tique of the Marines which has 
been 
published 
recently 
al­ 
though in Hebrew. 
It is addressed to the ques­ 


tion: Are the Marines really as 
good as they say they are? 
While it is a natural question, 
it is one that would never occur 
to a Marine. 
The critique was written by 
a 
lieutenant 
colonel 
named 
Shaked — first name unavaila­ 
ble — and appeared as a two- 
part series in the magazine 
“ Ma’Arakhoth,” official publi­ 
cation of the Israeli general 
staff. 
W’ith fine impartiality, Lt. Col, 
Shaked, who was one of seven 
Israeli officers who spent a year 
observing the Marines, found 14 
things to the Marines’ credit 
and 14 which he considered 
were on the debit side. 
In general. Shaked found that 
the high self-esteem with which 
the Marines customarily regard 
themselves was justified.

One of the best-kept secrets of 
those years is the fact that a 
few' Marine Reservists helped 
train some' of the Israeli com­ 
mandos shortly after the nation 
was formed in 1948.

One in­ 
volved officers and the other, 
night operations.

Shaked also found that Marine 
junior officers were too young 
and inexperienced in relation to 
their noncommissioned officers. 
He noted that only 25 per cent of 
the Marine’s officers came up 
from the ranks whereas all offi­ 
cers in the Israeli army had 
served at least a year as an en­ 
listed man. 
The lieutenant colonel was 
critical of what he said was a 
lack of emphasis on operations 
at night and during bad weath­ 
er. It is at these times, he said, 
that surprise attacks could be 
improvised and carried out. 
These 
criticisms 
a s i d e , 
Shaked characterized the Ma­ 
rines as a unique, outstanding 
outfit “ without a parallel among 
the best armies in the w’orld.” 
Shaked concluded that the Is­ 
raeli armed forces could learn a 
great deal from the Marines.

A considerable amount of heat is still 
being generated over Barry Golduater's 
remark that “ extremism in the defense of 
liberty is no vice.” It is unlikely that the 
matter will cool off between novn and No­ 
vember 3. 


The other day. Senator Goldwater humor­ 
ously gave what will probably be only one 
of many explanations of what he meant. 


“ I love my wife in an extreme way.” he 
said. He still loved extremely, he said 
to 
the delight of reporters t, even at his age. 


And in his letter to Richard Ni.xon. writ­ 
ten at tho latter's reque.st to * clear the air 
once and for all,” G<idwater phrased his 
thought in slightly different form' “ Whole­ 
hearted devotion to liberty is unassailable 
and half-hearted devotion to justice is in­ 
defensible ” 


This, he made clear. ' would not ix>un- 
tenance 
illegal 
or 
improper 
means 
to 
achieve proper goals.” 


There should now be no doubt about what 
Barr\ Goldwater means by “ extremism." 
Attempts by his opponents to use the origin­ 
al statement made during his nomination 
acceptance speech at San Francisco as 
proof that he is a rabid fanatic may re­ 
bound to their disadvantage. 


Such statements are. of course, danger­ 
ous because they are capable of being inter­ 
preted in different ways by different people. 
Although the Republican candidate cxiuld 
not have intended to influence real extrem­ 
ists. he no doubt now wishes he had chosen 
more precise words. In fact, his letter to 
Nixon indicates as much 


The point on which the whole thing turns 
is the difference between “ extreme” on the 
one hand and “ extremism” or “ extremist'’ 
on the other. The question is whether, in a 
particular situation, a given 
response is 
warranted by a given challenge or stimulus. 


Homicide is, of course, an extreme ac­ 
tion. but it is not extremist if it is necessary 
to save one's own life. It would be extrem­ 


ist. though, if the action which prec-eded it 
was merely a verbal insult. 
It has been argued that the patriots were 
extremists when they threw British tea into 
Boston Harbor. They were not; they reacted 
in an effective and adequate way to an un­ 
fair British tax, which was soon repealed. 
Rut had they ambu.shed and murdered the 
tax collector, then they woula have been 
extremists. 
Senator Goldwater has said that Dwight 
Fi'ionhower was practicing extremism when 
he nvaded Europe in World War II. While 
the \llied invasion was an extreme effort 
requiring 
extreme 
.'sacrifice, 
it 
cer­ 
tainly was not an excessive re.sponse to the 
danger of fascism. But had Eisenhower or­ 
dered that no German soldiers be taken 
alive, then he would have been 
an 
ex­ 
tremist. 
Mnir recently, our 
bombing of North 
Vietnamese naval bases was not extremism 
but an adequate and effective reaction to 
the ai tiun the North Vietnamese took in 
attacking our ships in international waters. 
Generaazations and blanket charges will 
fly thi- k and fast from both sides during 
the c< ming election campaign. It will not 
alway.*^ be ea.sy to think one's way through 
them. 
Is murder an adequate or is it an exces­ 
sive answer to attempts to implement the 
civil rights law? 
Is noting in the streets by a minority 
group a reaction justified by their griev­ 
ances. or IS it extremism’’ 
Is federal intervention in 
the 
national 
econ.im.N or in «ur personal lives so many 
wavs extremist, or 
are 
these 
instances 
necessarv and appropriate responses to the 
problems of an industrial society'* 
Is opposition t!> any and all agreements 
with the Gommunists justified by the threat 
the\ pose to freednm. or is it a form of 
extremism'.’ 
These are the questions — some of them— 
posed by those few words of ^convention 
oratorv.

been thrown out of polling places though 
they earned letters signed by Rep. Ross 
Bass, a candidate for U.S. senator. 
Bass, a Kefauver protege, was running 
in a primary election for the seat of the 
late senator. But the really hot race was n 
local election in which a liberal white farm­ 
er. L T. Redfearn, and a Negro preacher, 
June Dowdy, were running for county sher­ 
iff and tax assessor against the regular

when prosperity was bursting 
out all over. Customers can find 
out faster what they need and 
get it faster, so cumbersome in­ 
ventories are out of style, 
A flour company, for exam­ 
ple. links its 128 plants and 
branch offices with a computer 
.sy.stem that each night gathers 
and processes all company in­ 
formation. In the morning it of­ 
fers a full analysis of .sales and 
inventory — both how much and

At the .same time a grocery 
store chain uses its own compu­ 
ter network to check stocks in

The natio n was still suffering fro m the 
effects o f the business depressio n o f 18 93 
when the Demo cratic Party met m natio nal 
co nclave in Chicago in July 18 96. 
The “Gay ’9 0s” were any thing but that fo r 
millio ns o f Americans struggling under lo w 
wages and lo ng ho urs—if they were lucky 
eno ugh to have jo bs. 
.A stro ng third party had co me o n the 
po litical scene in 18 91—the Po pulist—an amal­ 
gam o f farmers and labo rers. Chief amo ng its 
aims, which included the graduated inco me 
tax and eight-ho ur day, was to base the mo ne­ 
tary system o n .silver rather than go ld. This, 
the Po pulists believed, wo uld so lve the natio n's 
eco no mic wo es. In the electio ns o f 18 9 2, they 
po lled mo re than a millio n vo tes. 
.As so o ften befo re, the Demo crats were di­ 
vided. Demo cratic President Gro ver Cleveland 


sto o d so lidly fo r the go ld standard but was 
o ppo sed by the majo rity o f his party . 
• As the co nventio n o pened, the battle be­ 
tween the free-silverites and hard-mo ney men 
was jo ined o ver the seating o f delegatio ns. 
Silver quickly pro ved stro nger than go ld. 
Then the yo ung leader o f the Nebraska 
delegatio n. William Jennings Bryan, was 
asked to address the delegates. Only 36, Bryan 
was a fo rmer co ngressman who had o ppo sed 
Cleveland’s go ld po licy and wo n fame as a 
spellbinding speaker. The “Bo y Orato r” with 
the silver to ngue, (but no t thro at o f go ld) de­ 
livered o ne o f the mo st famo us speeches in 
American histo ry , ending with the memo rable 
line.s: 
“Yo u shall no t press do wn upo n the bro w o f 
labo r this cro wn o f tho rns; yo u shall no t cru­ 
cify mankind upo n a cro ss o f go ld!” 


The co nventio n went wild and no minated 
Bry an o n the fifth ballo t. 
In the campaign o f 18 9 6, eight parties were 
in the field. Even the Pro hibitio nists had split 
in two o ver the rilo ney issue. Go ld Demo crats 
had bo lted to fo rm the Natio nal Demo crats. 
Bry an had the suppo rt o f the Po pulists and 
Natio nal Silver Party as well as the Demo ­ 
crats. He traveled 18 .000 miles and made 
hundreds o f speeches in a hard-hitting cam­ 
paign. His Republican o ppo nent, William Mc­ 
Kinley, did no t stir fro m his fro nt po rch in 
Canto n. Ohio , but left the campaigning up to 
the man who had guided his no mmatio n, 
Cleveland tyco o n Mark Hanna. 
Yet in the end. the vo ters cho se McKinley’s 
“Full Dinner Pail” o ver a silver lining in the 
sky.
